4.  Remember  to  select  superior  individuals  of 
cross-pollinated  and  pollinating  plants  to  re¬ 
duce  to  pure  lines,  and  fix  desired  qualities. 

5.  Remember  to  select  best  individual  fruits 
from  plants. 

6.  Remember  that  cross-pollinating  or  hydrid- 
izing  strains  of  both  normally  self  and  cross- 
pollinated  plants  to  secure  desirable  types 
which  result,  combining  the  good  qualities 
of  the  parent  plants. 

7.  Remember  to  maintain  test  plots  to  compare 
new  selections  of  promise  with  strains  of 
known  habit  of  growth  and  value. 

8.  Remember  to  isolate  increase  plots  for  mul¬ 
tiplying  cross-pollinated  plants. 


9.  Remember  that  the  law  of  Atavism  applies 
to  plant  breeding  ;  as  well  as  animal  breed¬ 
ing. 

10.  Remember  to  hand  save  all  seed;  label  cor¬ 
rectly;  dry  from  direct  hot  sunlight;  hand 
clean  and  size  all  small  vegetable  seed. 


NOTE— To  improve  tomato  varieties.  Each 
plant  must  be  selected  for  flowers  formed;  num¬ 
ber  of  fruit  set  or  fruit  hands,  distance  fruit 
hands  are  apart;  number  and  size  of  fruit;  color, 
structure  and  flavor,  height  of  plants  and  condi¬ 
tion  of.foliage  before  the  crop  drop.

To  Start  a  Bed.  Set  the  roots  18  to  24  inches 
apart  in  the  rows,  which  should  be  4  or  5  feet 
apart.  Use  great  care  and  do  not  apply  fertili¬ 
zer  directly  on  the  roots.  Better  wait  until  the 
plants  get  started  and  side  dress,  about  twice 
during  the  growing  season. 

100  roots  make  a  good  bed,  but  more  should  be 
set  out  for  a  large  family.  Cutting  may  be  made 
the  third  season  after  setting.  A  small  cutting 
may  be  made  the  second  year  if  not  made  more 
than  two  weeks,
